Applicant's arguments filed on June 13, 2005 has been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues modifying Isobe et al. (US 6,469,751) to include the limitations of Dias et al (US 5,121,494) in Remarks ( page 2 , lines 
15, bridging to page3, line 2) however Examiner points out the rejection of Dias et al and Isobe et al would result in modification of Diaz 
et al . 



In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Dias et al and Isobe et al to issue a command according to the issue shedule based on the database at col. 5, lines 16-18 (see Final 
Office action). 

Applicant states Dias and Isobe do not teach a utility scheduling module ... of claim 28, means for analyzing the time historical record 
...of claim 33, and program instructions for analyzing the time historical record ... of claim 35 without further explaination. Examiner 
maintains rejection of the Final Office action wherein Isobe teaches these limitations at col. 20, lines 59-62 and fig. 15A:log. 
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
